TRAFFIC CALMING David Evans, OCC, addressing the Parish Council, said it is County Council policy te 
give low priority to areas with low accident rates, PC (and District Cllr Natthews) want measures to 
prevent accidents, Roy Berridge's traffic surveys of 1985 and 1992 show increase of a third in the 
number. of cars passing through Chapel Square, PC priorities are (1) speed on 84031 from traffic lights 
to de-restriction sign (2) Chapel Square pinch points (3) pinch point in Hempton (4) bends in Clifton, 
which have no footpaths (S) speed round Castle Street bends (6) speed on Earls Lane (7) speed through 
Deddington on A4260, Mr Evans will look at the sites and suggest "best remedial measures" and likely 
cost, PC could then ask OCC to design and carry out the work (almost certain to be refused) or 
Commission their own consulting engineers to prepare and cost a scheme that net legal and technical 
requirements, for carrrying out at PC expense, 

ALLOTMENTS Water supply will be operational in January, Rents to be increased from £5 to £10, 
STONEPIT rent to be increased fron £250 a year to £300, 

COAT OF ARNS PC confirmed spend of £5,000 on this project, Clir Bowen to pursue, 

WINDMILL CENTRE was not on the agenda, but Cllr Oddy reported that a schedule of delapidations was 
being prepared, A first stage payment of £4,120 ta Woollerton Truscott was approved, 

PRECEPT PC voted by 8-2 that the 1993 precept should be ZERO, The £15,000-£16,000 required to do this 
will be taken from the contingency sum in the Village Funds (SEE PAGE 3 - EDS], An amendment to delay 
the decision pending further information on the details of Council] Tax was lost, 

GRANTS YOUTH CLUB - request for a £500 loan for equipment was agreed, WESLEYAN CHURCH HALL - survey 
funded by the PC showed that £10,000-£12,000 of structural work needs to be done before improvenents 
for which grant has been requested could be started, Grant cannot be recommended until the structure 
has been put in order, 

PLANNING SAEENCOURTS development, Earls Lane, CDC approved the proposals, noting that there is no 
obvious building line to work to: that existing houses in Earls Lane are in a variety of materials, so 
there would be no justification for specifying stone: that the boundary should not be moved back from 
the road because this would have a bigger impact on the environment and could release further land for 
developaent; but that houses No 7 and 8 on the extreme eastern edge of the scheme should be angled to 
be less intrusive to existing properties, 

CLIFTON CHAPEL PC to investigate restrictive covenants, if any, parking problems and District Valuer's 
valuation, The Village Appraisal should look at the pros and cons of possible purchase, 

TOWN HALL DEVELOPMENT Not all Clirs had seen the feasibility study by Norman Machin Associates, This 
would be discussed at next PC meeting (13 Jan 1993), It was noted that development proposals could cost 
around £150,000, whereas PC allocation was £26,000, Explanations were called for, 

VILLAGE APPRAISAL Cllr Todd reported the Appraisal Group's concern that too little notice had been 
given of the public meeting on 12 Oct when allocation of Village Funds was discussed, A single-question 
survey could be carried out quickly, asking the whole community whether they accepted the Parish 
Council's package of proposals or required more consultation/information first, The group also wanted 
more involvement by the Parish Council in the Appraisal and suggested an additional Councillor should 
be appointed, Clir Hill will join the Group, However, the offer of a community survey was refused, 
PARISH CLERK's accommodation at Centre Point will cost 10 per cent more at £1,100 next year, 

VILLAGE STEWARO or handyman, Nr Freeman ‘s work has been greatly appreciated and his appointment will 
be made permanent, His responsibilities will include Clifton and Hempton as well as Deddington, 
INVESTMENT OF PARISH FUNDS £1,040,000 at 8,5 per cent until 26 November; £10,052 at 5,125 per cent on 
7-days' notice; £8,894 overnight, TOTAL £1,058, 946, and another £7,508 interest to come on 26 November, 
Clirs Oddy and Reed to form an investment strategy sub-committee with the Parish Clerk, 

BANBURY ART SOCIETY were given permission in principle to hold a selling exhibition in the Town Hall at 
Easter, subject to negotation of a suitable fee, 

CASTLE GROUNDS APPROACH Mr Handley had written asking PC to pay for dealing with surface water on 

the Castle Grounds approach path, PC refused, pointing out that there had been no problem before 

Nr Handley's house was built alongside path,

WHAT EXACTLY IS THE PRECEPT? 

The Parish Council has voted a ZERO precept for 1993. This means that the total 
Council Tax payable by Deddington, Clifton and Hempton will be £15-£16,000 less 
than it otherwise would have been. How come? 

Well, Council Tax is made up of three parts - County Council, District Council, and 
the Parish Council costs or precept. (It just means 'money paid under a rate’. ) 
Deddington Parish Council reckons that public lighting, litter bins, grass cutting, 
bus tokens, community bus, cemetery, Castle Grounds upkeep, general admin etc will 
cost £15~-£16,000 in 1993. Instead of being added to the Council Tax, the money will 
be paid out of Village Funds - saving each household £22-£24 on average. 

We think this is a good use of a small slice of the interest from the Magic 
Million. It will benefit just about everybody, without touching the capital.

Huntleys. As for somewhere to settle, Haywards will have a home to view, and 
Gillyflowers the colour. For business, use Centrepoint Services. Eating out, 
choices include fish and chips at Windmill Stores, supper at Tiffanys, pub, hotel 
or Chinese lunch. The Crown and Tuns celebrate Real Ale, The Red Lion satisfies a 
thirst, also the Clifton pub after a walk, It's good to have a tea room again;

FROM MRS JOAN WARD, THE DAEDINGS, DEDDINGTON 
It is encouraging to read the remarks of Mr Hayward and Mr Fenemore in the 
Deddington News of November. The impression left after reading the listed proposed 
new amenities is that the needs of the older people here are not being considered. 
Do Parish Councillors generally ever discover the views of true Deddingtonians? The 
remark made to me in 1974 when we came here “They do not want to hear!" apropos the 
PC seems still to apply. This being the fourth village in which I have lived I am 
always interested to hear what local people think. One young women said to me "Why 
have a coat of arms?". Aspects of the spending proposed smack of spending for its 
own sake. 
Transport is still a problem for those without cars. To reach the bus stop means a 
long walk for many and is increased as Deddington expands in a westerly direction. 
Waiting for a bus under the Town Hall can often be a chilling experience. Has any 
member of the PC envisaged what it means? Also a seat is needed there. The one on 
the Hempton Road is badly sited and surely not for schoolchildren to stand on. A 
lady in Mackley Close suggested to me that one outside the Police houses would be 
better. Waiting for an Oxford bus can be a soaking and bitterly cold experience. My 
late husband and I had to give up visits to Oxford or suffer illness again as we 
did on a previous occasion. Of all the’ villages between Banbury and Oxford, 
Deddington is the only one with no bus shelter. The provision of shelters would 
increase the use of buses and long distance coaches (the latter go along New 
Street) helping not only the old but mothers with pushchairs, let alone young 
people who wait for that form of transport. 
Where the Hempton Road is joined by The Daedings, the name of the latter is only on 
one side, which is invisible for those coming by car from the traffic lights. Why 
on earth has this village put up with such a ridiculous lack of normal information 
that is provided on nearby new estates? 
Mr Stone's remarks on page 3 of the November Deddington News should be heeded. It 
is irrational to plan to spend so much money at one go. /MORE LETTERS PAGE 5..

Your November issue quite rightly devotes considerable space to the varied arid 
opinions of what to do with our million pounds. However, one point does not seem 
to have fully registered despite proper emphasis being placed on it by Cllr Oddy, 
both at the Windmill meeting and in his statement in the Deddington News. It is 
the fact that there are quite precise legal restrictions placed by Central 
Government on the disposal of such funds. 

That being the case, in my opinion the only channel for dispersal of this money 
must be through the existing clubs and societies in the community; the Oxford 
Dictionary does after all define a community as an ‘organised political, municipal 
or social body’. There is no way that the money can be distributed on an 
individual basis which seems to permeate the arguments of those who assemble under 
the banner of procrastination. Indeed, I particularly remember one former 
councillor offering estimates of what each household could save in rates if the 
funds could be so diverted. Short of installing cable TV in the village, there's 
quite rightly nothing for the couch potatoes. 

So I commend the Parish Council who have refused to succumb to the inertia 
displayed by many of their predecessors and would remind them that you can't 
please all the people all the time, but if you please some of the people some of 
the time you'll do well.

The essential point, as they say, is that with careful management almost any 
project could be funded over time out of investment income without touching the 
capital, which, with additions to counterbalance inflation, could remain for ever 
as a gooose laying golden eggs for village children, grandchildren and their 
descendants. To disburse large amounts of capital on particular projects, even if 
in themselves desirable, not only kills the goose but is an act of financial folly 
which will long be regarded as reprehensible. /MORE LETTERS ON PAGE 6...

‘FROM DEREK ROBINSON, NORTH ASTON (President and Captain, 
Deddington Beeches Bowls Club) 

I refer to the various comments from parishioners in respect of the allocation of 
village funds, in particular those relating to the expenditure on behalf of the 
Bowls Club. There appears to be a certain amount of factual misinformation which 
needs to be corrected and put into perspective. 

Deddington had a bowling green for at least 80 years until the club were given 
notice to leave their green in Earls Lane at the end of September 1991, The various 
other sporting clubs in the parish ie cricket, football, tennis and badminton have 
facilities available, albeit they may not be entirely to the satisfaction of the 
club concerned. The cost for providing these facilities, was, presumably, met from 
village funds. 

The question why is the Bowling Club taking such a considerable slice of the 
capital needs clarification. Firstly the sum quoted includes a 20% grant from 
Cherwell DC which was obtained through the efforts of some members of the Club. 
This sum of money must be spent before 31 March 1993 otherwise it will be lost. 
Secondly the overall sum includes, I suspect, an amount for extra car parking 
facilities which is not strictly a bowling green cost but a necessary requirement 
for the Windmill Centre Development Pian. Thirdly the cost for providing a six rink 
green as against four rinks it not appreciably greater if the work is carried out 
during the initial construction. To extend a four rink green at a later date would 
involve enormous expenditure, 

The Bowling Green, when completed, would be owned by the Parish Council and 

_ therefore leased or rented to the Club. In my opinion the availability of two rinks 
for public use, under supervision, would in a fairly rapidly growing village 
provide an amenity which would be well used by people of all ages and contribute 
towards a source of income to the Centre.

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THE WAY WE WERE 


DEDOINGTON IS0 YEARS AGQa 


From the extracts from the diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley for Ppa month of 
December 1842, we can read of an early form of “Meals on Wheels", also Christmas 
donations to the poor and a busy time for the Inspector of Weights & Measures. I 
have included a few entries for January as there is no News that month. 

1ST DECEMBER - Received amount of my Income Tax Paper from Pullin, the Assessor, 
and gave him notice of my attention to appeal - on one of the three days appointed 
for the purpose at Woodstock. 

9TH DECEMBER - Was busied making out a list of widows, old men and poor married 
couples preparatory to starting a supply of soup to them once or twice a week 
during the depth of winter. 

12TH DECEMBER - Wrote to Mr Cotterell about a case of pauperism, requesting that 
our Paupers might state their case through the Relieving Officer instead of being 
obliged to walk a distance of 20 miles to Woodstock and back to make known their 
grievances in person. 

13TH DECEMBER ~ Granted a summons against two men from Great Barford for riding a 
pony to death. 

23RD DECEMBER ~- Was busied till nearly seven o'clock in giving away meat to the 
poor against Xmas Day. Susan gave all the widows at Deddington, 30 in number, a 
quarter pound of tea each, also at Clifton, being 7 in number, and at Hempton, 
being 3 only. (That was a very acceptable gift in those days - BH) 

25TH DECEMBER ~ Sunday and Christmas Day. Very good congregations in the morning 
and evening, extra duty ~ 3 christenings after Evening Service. I ordered no 
school, wishing the children to spend. the evening comfortably and as they ought to 
have done with their parents. 

30TH DECEMBER ~ Mr Derrick, the Architect of Oxford, commenced making a plan and 
estimate for re-pewing and restoring our Church. Attended a special meeting of 
Justices at the Kings Arms for hearing 38 or 39 cases against divers tradesmen and 
publicans in which information had been laid for having short measures and light 
weights in their posesssion by the Inspector of the District of Deddington. 

- IST JANUARY 1843 - (He finishes his entry for the day thus:)> May God in his mercy 
spare me and mine for many succeeding years, to become a blessing to one another, 
and to set forward to the best of our abilities his honour and glory - by doing 
good both spiritual and temporal to all those around us. 

4TH JANUARY - I attended a Vestry meeting called by my order to consider about the 
propriety of employing and allotting the unemployed instead of sending them to the 
Union House. It was arranged so to do. 

STH JANUARY ~ I signed 110 summonses under the Weight & Measure Act for breaches 
thereof.
